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patent no. 2149518 generally discloses anchoring mechanism capable of 
clamping flexible membrane.

generating a second message conditioned on the rate control indicator indicating 
at least that the rate control command will be generated and issued. 

The following limitations are not found in the prior art of record, 
particularly, none of the prior arts of record teach nor fairly suggest, 

generating a first message comprising an acknowledgement indicator and a rate 
control indicator, wherein the rate control indicator indicates at least whether a 
rate control command will be generated and issued; and 
generating a second message conditioned on the rate control indicator indicating 
at least that the rate control command will be generated and issued. 

7. Claims (2-5) depend from claim 1 . 

8. Claims 6, 10, 19, 20-23, 40, 41 and 54-64 have similar allowable limitations as 
per claim 1. 

9. Claims (7-9) depend from claim 6. 

1 0. Claims (1 1 -1 9) depend from claim 1 0. 

1 1 . Claims (42-53) depend from claim 41 . 
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12. Claims (65-79) depend from claim 64.
